purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  authorize  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
to  exchange  a  parcel  of  land  at  the  Beltsville  Research  Center  for  a 
parcel  of  land  now  in  private  ownership.  The  bill  requires  that  the 
land  to  be  conveyed  by  the  Government  shall  not  exceed  the  value  of 
the  property  to  be  acquired  in  exchange.  There  is  approximately 
1.66  acres  in  the  land  to  be  conveyed  by  the  Government  and  ap¬ 
proximately  0.63  acres  in  the  land  to  be  received  in  exchange. 

COST 

There  would  be  no  cost  to  the  United  States  as  the  result  of  this 
exchange  since  the  bill  requires  that  the  land  received  in  the  exchange 
be  at  least  equal  in  value  to  that  conveyed  by  the  Government.  In 
addition,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  reports  that  because  of  the 
location  and  character  of  the  two  tracts,  the  exchange  as  contemplated 
in  the  bill  “would  be  highly  advantageous  to  the  Government.”

The  bill  is  entitled,  “To  authorize  an  exchange 
of, land  at  the  Agricultural  Research  Center.” 

The  bill  would  authorize  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  convey  by 
quitclaim  deed  to  Fred  C.  Knauer  a  parcel  of  land  containing  aliout 
1.66  acres,  in  the  Granary  area  of  the  Agricultural  Research  Center 
and  to  accept  in  exchange  a  tract  of  land  owned  or  to  be  acquired  by 
Mr.  Knauer  containing  0.6345  of  an  acre.  H.R.  3920  provides  that 
the  appraised  value  of  the  Federal  property  to  be  conveyed  shall  not 
exceed  the  value  of  the  property  to  be  acquired  from  Mr.  Knauer. 

We  favor  the  enactment  of  H.R.  3920  as  the  exchange  of  land  as 
contemplated  in  the  bill  would  be  highly  advantageous  to  the 
Government. 

The  land  that  Mr.  Knauer  wishes  to  exchange  for  the  Government 
land  lies  east  of  the  North  Building  at  the  Plant  Industry  Station, 
consists  of  0.6345  of  an  acre  set  off  in  two  lots  in  an  irregular  triangle. 
It  is  a  part  of  the  Chestnut  Hills  development  being  undertaken  by 
the  Wright  Construction  Co.  The  particular  triangular  plot  was 
zoned  by  the  Maryland-National  Capital  Park  and  Planning  Commis¬ 
sion  for  apartment  construction  thereon  June  26,  1947.  Air.  Knauer 
has  acquired  an  option  to  purchase  this  parcel  of  land  from  the  Wright 
Construction  Co.  at  a  price  of  $7,500. 

Mr.  Knauer  has  erected  a  warehouse  on  his  own  property  in  the 
Granary  area,  and  is  interested  in  expanding  his  operating  facilities 
immediately  adjacent  thereto.  The  land  which  he  is  interested  in 
acquiring  is  low-lying,  traversed  its  full  length  north  and  south  by  an 
open  drainage  ditch,  and  is  of  110  particular  use  to  the  Agricultural 
Research  Center. 

The  Department  is  currently  processing  a  revocable  permit  to  the 
Washington  Suburban  Sanitary  Commission  to  install  an  8-inch 
sanitary  sewer  line  along  the  southerly  boundary  of  the  property 
proposed  for  transfer.  Mr.  Knauer  has  been  advised  of  this  action 
and  has  not  expressed  any  objection. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that  there  is  no  objection  to  the 
presentation  of  this  report  from  the  standpoint  of  the  administration’s 
program.

The  Department  of  Agriculture  favors  the  bill.

The  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
(H.R.  3920)  to  authorize  an  exchange  of  land  at  Agricultural  Research 
Center,  having  considered  the  same,  reports  favorably  thereon  with¬ 
out  amendment  and  recommends  that  the  bill  do  pass. 

PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  authorize  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
to  exchange  a  parcel  of  land  at  the  Beltsville  Research  Center  for  a 
parcel  of  land  now  in  private  ownership.  The  bill  requires  that  the 
land  to  be  conveyed  by-  the  Government  shall  not  exceed  the  value 
of  the  property  to  be  acquired  in  exchange.  There  is  approximately 
1.66  acres  in  the  land  to  be  conveyed  by  the  Government  and  approx¬ 
imately  0.63  acre  in  the  land  to  be  received  in  exchange. 

COST 

There  would  be  no  cost  to  the  United  States  as  the  result  of  this 
exchange  since  the  bill  requires  that  the  land  received  in  the  exchange 
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be  at  least  equal  in  value  to  that  conveyed  by  the  Government.  In 
addition,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  reports  that  because  of  the 
location  and  character  of  the  two  tracts,  the  exchange  as  contemplated 
in  the  bill  “would  be  highly  advantageous  to  the  Government.”

My  Dear  Mr.  Chairman:  We  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  letter  of 
May  3,  1961,  giving  us  the  opportunity  to  make  a  recommendation 
on  House  bill  3920.  The  bill  is  entitled,  “To  authorize  an  exchange 
of  land  at  the  Agricultural  Research  Center.” 

The  bill  would  authorize  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  convey  by 
quitclaim  deed  to  Fred  C.  Knauer  a  parcel  of  land  containing  about 
1.66  acres,  in  the  Granary  area  of  the  Agricultural  Research  Center 
and  to  accept  in  exchange  a  tract  of  land  owned  or  to  be  acquired  by 
Mr.  Knauer  containing  0.6345  of  an  acre.  H.R.  3920  provides  that 
the  appraised  value  of  the  Federal  property  to  be  conveyed  shall  not 
exceed  the  value  of  the  property  to  be  acquired  from  Mr.  Knauer. 

We  favor  the  enactment  of  H.R.  3920  as  the  exchange  of  land  as  con¬ 
templated  in  the  bill  would  be  highly  advantageous  to  the  Government. 

The  land  that  Mr.  Knauer  wishes  to  exchange  for  the  Government 
land  lies  east  of  the  North  Building  at  the  Plant  Industry  Station, 
consists  of  0.6345  of  an  acre  set  off  in  two  lots  in  an  irregular  triangle. 
It-  is  a  part  of  the  Chestnut  Hills  development  being  undertaken  by 
the  Wright  Construction  Co.  The  particular  triangular  plot  was 
zoned  by  the  Maryland -National  Capital  Park  and  Planning  Commis¬ 
sion  for  apartment  construction  thereon  June  26,  1947.  Mr.  Knauer 
has  acquired  an  option  to  purchase  this  parcel  of  land  from  the  Wright 
Construction  Co.  at  a  price  of  $7,500. 

Mr.  Knauer  has  erected  a  warehouse  on  his  own  property  in  the 
Granary  area,  and  is  interested  in  expanding  his  operating  facilities 
immediately  adjacent  thereto.  The  land  which  lie  is  interested  in 
acquiring  is  low-lying,  traversed  its  full  length  north  and  south  by  an 
open  drainage  ditch,  and  is  of  no  particular  use  to  the  Agricultural 
Research  Center. 

The  Department  is  currently  processing  a  revocable  permit  to  the 
Washington  Suburban  Sanitary  Commission  to  install  an  8-inch 
sanitary  sewer  line  along  the  southerly  boundary  of  the  property 
proposed  for  transfer.  Mr.  Knauer  has  been  advised  of  this  action 
and  has  not  expressed  any  objection. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that  there  is  no  objection  to  the 
presentation  of  this  report  from  the  standpoint  of  the  administration’s 
program.

Small  lumbers  of  our  employees  in  vari¬ 
ous  parts  pf  the  world  have  been  subject  to 
emergency  ^evacuation  in  the  past  and 
doubtlessly  similar  situations  will  arise  in 
the  future.  These  instances  have  pointed 
up  the  fact  thSno  uniform  policy  or  pro¬ 
cedure  exists  with  respect  to  the  payment 
of  salary  and  aNowances  to  employees 
forced  to  leave  theirVuty  stations  for  safety 
or  political  reasons.  This  legislation  is  de¬ 
signed  to  provide  necessary  authority  to  de¬ 
velop  appropriate  policy  Xhd  procedures  for 
future  use  in  the  event  emergency  evacua¬ 
tions  again  are  necessary  in'any  part  of  the 
world  where  the  United  States  has  em¬ 
ployees  assigned  to  duty. 

The  bill  requires  that  the  President,  with 
respect  to  the  executive  branch,  shall 
promulgate  regulations  to  carry  gut  the 
objectives  of  the  legislation. 

COST 

Enactment  of  this  measure  will  not  result 
in  additional  costs  since  all  payments  a\ 
thorized  by  its  terms  are  subject  to  adjust-' 
ment  later.  Administrative  costs  will  not 
be  significant  as  the  regulations  relating  to 
the  measure  will  become  a  part  of  each 
agency’s  operating  manual.
